MEDIAN HOUSEHOLD INCOME

According to the 2000 Census, the Median
Household Income for Menominee County was
$29,440. This included both trust land and fee land
within the boundaries of the County. The Median
Household Income of just Tribal trust land on the
Reservation was $26,923. 80% of the Median
Household Income is considered the cut off for low
income. This would be $23,552 for Menominee
County. 48% of the families in Menominee County
are considered low income based on this number.
